SUBJECT 



: Request for Renewal of Project AEROOT 



1. It is requested that Project AEROOT be renewed for the period 1 April 1958 
through 31 March 1959. This is a continuiBg project of FI and CE operations targeted 
against the Estonian SSR and Estonian nationals of the USSR. The original AEROOT 
Project was approved 13 May 1953 under Basic Plan AEBASIN, and has been continued 

by means of renewals and extensions to 31 March 1958. Pertinent documents are attached. 
Activities contemplated in the project are subject to expansion and contraction in 
consonance with requirements, operational opportunities, availability of qualified 
staff and agent personnel, and access to the targets. 

2. Summary of AEROOT accomplishments during the last renewal period, 1 November 
1956 to 31 March 1958 ; 

a. Obtained information from three Soviet Estonians traveling in the 
West, which was subsequently disseminated. ariH 



b. Recruited, trained and dispatched AiWBON/ll* as contract agent under 
deep cover in Finland. His mission was to exploit REDSKIN leads 
obtained from his Finnish contacts an<^ resident Estonian nationals.*.**. 

c« Spotted AENEON/35 who is now being recruited for development as a 
resident FI agent for exploitation of REDSKIN °h"rnfr1 it in Finland. 

d« Contacted a Soviet Fojreign Office employee which resulted in procui^- 
ment of intelligence of priority interest on the USSR. 

e. Contacted a Soviet Embassy official in Sweden for the purpose of 
assessment for recruitmwit in place. 

f. Procured positive and operational intelligence from recent Soviet 
Estonian defectors throu^ liaison services and through independent 
efforts . 

g. Elicited information abcut RIS operations from a Soviet Esrbonian 

scholar who we believe to be an RIS co-opted worker. Plans have 
been made for recontacting this individual and sane of his
